James Cullen, a state trooper, was 
shot in the neck as he ran to Bren- 
nan’s rescue. 

James Hughes and Frank Rassi, be- 
lieved to be two of a band of five who 
committed the killing, are under arrest. 

Brennan was chatting with friends

Brennan’s sister, known on the stage 
as Shirley Sherman, told. the police 
she ran outside and saw five men, all| 
of whom ran away when she appeared. 
She seized Hughes by the arm as she 
screamed for help. Hughes, however, 
threw her down. 

A bullet halted Cullen, who was close 
behind the girl. He staggered | ck 
into the cabaret and fell unconscious.

He was knocked out by 
Jack Dempsey at Madison Square Gar-| 
den that year, but surprised critics by 

ng the fight to the champion and 
staying twelve rounds before taking 
the count of ten. He was knocked out 
once before by Dempsey before the lat- 
ter dethroned Jess Willard as a title- 
holder. That was in 1918, when Demp- 
sey scored a knockout in six rounds. 

Badly Beaten by Firpo. 

Brennan figured as a “ trial horse” 
in the 1923 heavyweight campaign. 
After losing a decision to Floyd John- 
son, Brennan was knocked out in the 
twelfth round by Luis Angel Firpo, a 
defeat that threatened for a time to 
end disastrously for the veteran, who 
spent several days in @ hospital with 
slight concussion of the brain and 
other injuries, as a restlt of the ter- 
rific pounding he received from the 
South American, then battling his way 
to the front. 

That bout really marked the end of 
Brennan’s career, although he made 
one more appearance inside the ropes 
in November, when he was knocked 
out by Billy Miske in four rounds at

BRUSSELS, Belgium, June 15; —{ By | 
the Associated Press.] — Seventéen | 
balloonists contesting for the Gordon | 
Bennett cup took off today from the 
great Solbosch plain, just outside of 
Brussels,, in almost perfect atmos- 
pheric conditions for the fourteenth 
competition for the trophy. The bal- 
loonists represented seven nations. | 

A crowd estimated at close to 200,-| 
000 persons saw them ascend in beau- 
tiful style, in strange contrast to last 
year’s start, when, with a tempest 
raging, balloons were smashed and 
death was already hovering above the 
Pt before the aeronauts departed. 

ieut. Ernest De Muyter of Belgium, 
three times winner of the cup, was) 
the favorite. He is piloting the Bel- 
gica. The Americams, Capt. E. H.' 
Honeywell, W. G. Van Orman, and | 
Maj. Peck, are regarded as most likely | 
to keep De Muyter from gaining per- 
manent possession of the trophy. Capt. 
Honeywell, because of his long experi- 
ence and his incombustible balloon 
with elaborate. equipment, is second 
choice among those speculating on the

Yank Balloon Carries Radio. 

The filling of the balloons was com- 
plete at 2 o’clock. A mild north to 
northeasterly wind was blowing but it 
freshened up and Lieut. De Muyter, 
taking off at 4:30, cleared the bulild- 
ings surrounding the Solbosch plain 
with a minimum loss of ballast. The| 
Belgian promptly disappeared toward | 
the French framtier, with what seemed 
to be a twenty-five mile breeze driv 
his balloon along.

Mr. Cummins report- 
ed on that occasion*to his government, 
as he was accustomed to do, exagzgerat- 
ing the facts and making other state- 
ments which are absolutely false, as, 
for instance, that soldiers of the 
federal: army had set fire to and had 
robbed Mrs. Evans’ property and that 
President Obregon had ordered the 
sending of dangerous armed people 
against her.”

WHO RUNS OUR SCHOOLS? 


' Perhaps Chicago's schools ought to be directed 
by the city council. In fact, Tae TRIBUNE has 
_ suggested that it might bring an improvement 
-over the present system to abolish the board of 
education and place its responsibilities upon 4 
standing committee of the council, . We offered 
the plan without enthusiasm but in ‘the dim hope 
that almost any change would be for the better. 
The proposal has not been considered, much less 
adopted. The board of education temains the body 
responsible for the conduct of our school affairs, 
and not the council, much‘ less the Federation of 
Labor, nor Miss Margaret Haley and her peren- 
nially embattled school teachers» 

The rumpus over the plan to establish junior 
high schools is an extreme example of the pre- 
posterous manhandling to which our school affairs 
have been subjected for years. We can hardly re- 
member a time when outside influences and inter- 
necine squabbles have not been turning school 
administration upside down. From the days of 
Cooley dowr to those of McAndrew there has 
been one dog fight after another. No private busi- 
ness could survive such conditions, and the wel- 
are of our schools cannot survive it. We do not 
dogmatize on the junior high school plan, though 
the objections to it so far made public seem to 
us the product of prejudice rather than of think- 
ing. But, good or bad, the junior high school plan 
is the responsibility of the school management, } 
board and expert superintendent, and not of the 
politicians in the council, the Federation of Labor, 
or Miss Haley’s organization. Chicago has estab- 
lished a school board to manage our school system, 
not a council committee. The board has chosen 
an education expert of national reputation and of 
approved achievement. They are responsible for 
school management, and the intervention of alder- 
men is an inexcusable invasion and a mischievous 
nuisance. 

The parents of Chicago and every citizen who 
has any regard for the city’s youth ought to pro- 
test against the situation created in this contro- 
versy. If they do not protest, and in such terms 
as will put the wrangling invaders where they 
belong, our school conditions will go from bad to 
worse and Chicago will not be able to get any 
competent, self-respecting educator to assume the 
impossible task of school direction.. The only man 
or woman who will take it under such conditions 
will be &@ man or woman unfit to perform it, a 
cheap politician, a trimmer, or a crook. 

A self-respecting community intelligent enough 
to knew the importance of good faith, harmony, 
and efficiency in the conduct of our schools and 
the importance of our schools to our common wel- 
fare will not tolerate the demoralization imposed 
upon the school system by the forces now in action. 
This is a test of the civic intelligence of Chicago. 


PUBLIC SAFETY IN TWO 
CITIES. .- 


An amendment to the ordinance establishing a 
board of health in place of the existing department 
headed by a commissioner provides that the board 
shall pass no rule or regulation which will com- 
pel any person to submit to “vaccination or injec- 
tion of any virus or medication against his will 
or without his consent, or in the case of a minor 
or other person/ under disability, the consent of 
his or her parent, guardian, or conservator.” 
We note meanvhile that in Detroit 150 patrol- 
men, 50 physiciar b and many assistants placed a 
quarantine on a wifteen block section in a deter- 
mined effort to prevent a new and wider spread 
outbreak of the smallpox epidemic raging in this 
district. After 15,000 persons were vaccinated the 
quarantine was lifted. But other districts are 
being segregated.

FOOD VALUE OF MEAT, 

& men who are in the business 
of producing meat, and that in- 
cludes the farmers who raise cattle 
and hogs as well as the butchers 

and giocers who market meat, claim, 
that the dietitians and health advisers 
are not giving them a fair deal. The 
butchers have adopted an eat-more-meat 
slogan to match the several eat-more- 
of-our-stuff slogans and run some propa- 
ganda enterprises aimed to increase the 
eating of meat. 

They say that the scare heads about 
the number of pacteria in meat are 
bunk; the bacteria in meat are not of 
the disease producing kind and meat is 
eaten «cooked; hot cooked meat is ster- 
ile, and recently cooked meat is nearly 
80. ‘ 

oe 

They say the proteids of meat are just 
those needed to repair the wearing tis- 
sues of man. That these proteids are 
easily digested and assimilated—more 
so thar. proteids from other sourc@®s. 

Investigators, many of them connected 
with the department of agriculture, and 
most of them reporting through that de- 
partment, have inquired into the digesti- 
bility aad assimilability of meat as com- 
pared with other foods. Except milk, 
no other food is so completely digested 
and absorbed. If a man eats good pork, 
mutton, or beef from which the gristle 
and other rough parts have been 
trimmei he will digest ané@ absorb 93 
per cent of what he eats. 

Some have questioned the digestibility 
of dried| meat. To begin with, the dried 
meats «ire more or less preserved with 
coal tar, treosote salt, saltpeter, or some 
other preservatives. In addition, their 
composition is somewhat changed by the 
drying. Some people do not like the 
taste arid odor of them, and these quali- 
ties are factors in digestion. 


; - 
Dr. B. F. Langworthy made a test 
of the digestibility of dried meat on a 
group of men who were fed on it for 
three duys. In order to get away from 
personal likes and dislikes, the dried 
meat was cooked in a soup in which it 
could not be tasted. The soup consisted 
of four and one-half ounces of finely 
chopped dried meat, thirty-six ounces 
of tomato puree, four and one-half 
ounces of butter, nine ounces of wat#r, 
and one teaspoonful of salt. This. was 
cooked for forty minutes at 95 degrees 
centigrade, just short of boiling. 
Analyses of the excretions showed that 
93 per cent of the meat proteid was 
digested and absorbed. This is a high 
percentage as foods go and is even 
higher than the percentage of digesti- 
bility of some other meats.

Similar experiments have been made 
with moat of the ordinary foods in daily 
use and the results are to be found in 
the department of agriculture bulletins.

Peoria, Ill., June 9.—By far the most 
significant primary so far held this year 
as clearly showing President Coolidge’s 


of the Republican voters of the middle 
west was the United States senatorial 
primary held a week ago in the state 
of lowa. 

There Senator Brookhart, known as 
one of the most determined opponents of 
President Coolidge’s policies, was tri- 
umphantly rénominated by a majority of 
almost 35,000. This time he received 64 
per cent of the primary vote, whereas 
two years ago he received only 41 per 
cent. Far more significant as showing 
the attitude of the Iowa Republicans 
toward the President is the fact that 80 
per cent of the Iowa Republican press 
and all of the Iowa Coolidge supporters 
demanded the defeat of Brookhart on the 
sole ground that he was antagonistic to 
the President. 
+The week before the primary the Iowa 
Republican voters were deluged with 
anti-Brookhart literature under the head- 
ings “ Make. Iowa 100 Per Cent Repub- 
lican at Washington,” “ Send a Message 
to President Coolidge That Iowa Stands 
Back of Him.” 

Senator Brookhart did not leave his 
place at ‘Washington to make a singie 
speech in his own behalf, nor did he have 
any newspaper support worthy of the 
name. 

In the light of this primary it is worse 
than folly for the President to announce 
that at the next session of congress he 
will attempt to force congfess to adopt 


even the majority of his own party in 
the semi-conservative middle west are 
supporting his policies. It is high time 
that Mr. Coolidge and his supporters 
recognize the simple fact that the mass 
of the voters are upholding t..ose mem- 
bers of congress who most actively op- 
pose his policies and also the policies of 
his big business supporters who are de- 
luding him into the fatuous belief that 
he has the support of the country back 
of him.

STOP CUTTING ASPARAGUS 
TIPS; KEEP CULTIVATING. 
UNE 15 is the date when most of 
the best growers in this section 
make their last cutting of aspara- 

gus tips. If this is the first sea- 
son for the bed, then of course no tips 
have been removed, but the midsum- 
mer and fall treatment for the old or 
the new bed is about the same. 

The weeds must be képt down in the 
asparagus bed to give the old plants 
a chance to store up plant food for 
next spring’s crop of tips. Some have 
found it a good plan to resort to severe 
treatment to keep the weeds down. 
They chop up the surface of the bed 


; by thoroughly pulverizing the soil sev- 


eral times with a disk. Asparagus 
planted in beds will have the tips in- 
jured by the discing, but this vegetable 
is so thrifty that it soon recovers. 
Several home gardeners who have 
asparagus beds believe that they zet 
better results from surface applica- 
tions of manure or commercial fer- 
tilizers. Manure should be applied in 
the spring, but commercial fertilizers 
may be put on either in the spring or 
at this time of the year. Three or four 
hundred pounds to the acre ef nitra 
of soda may be used to stimulate 
growth where manure was used early. 
On sandy soils eastern growers are 
getting good results with a mixture of 
460 pounds of nitrate of soda, 300 acid 
phosphate, and 260 murete of soda.

We're Cave Beings 


Out of Our Element, 


Sociologist’s View 
BY DORIS BLAKE. 

Times may change. But man does 
not. Culturally he has progressed but 
biologically he is still the caveman in 
so far as his instincts are concerned. 

So, at least, is the conclusion of 


Prof. William Fielding Ogburn of the 
department of sociology; Columbia unf- 
versit®) after exhaustive comparative 
work Cro-Magnon Man [Cave Man] 
his 1924 model. 

“fie world has changed. in its cul- 
tural or social sense, the professor is 
willing to admit in the face of such 
overwhelming evidence as the radio, 
submarines, air planes, steam engines, 
skyscrapers, Edisons, and so'on. But 
natural man, with his biological hates, 
fears, appetites, instincts generally is 
fundamentally the same germ-plasm as 
the well known ugly personage who 
went courting 25,000 years ayo armed 
with a heavy bludgeon to reM@st the 
iady’s “Nay”! 

With all his external progress he is 
still pretty much*the same primitive 
No better proof is re- 
quired than man’s maladjustment ‘to 
life in the modern city, the sociologist 
argues. Our crimes, our sex difficul- 
ties, our indigestion, our wanderlust, 
the fact that twice as many single per- 
sons go insane as married persons lends 
conviction to his theory that we are 
cave beings trying to live under mod- 
ern conditions. Biologically we are 
unfit for the life. 


With man’s wistemint background: of 
many thousands of years as a hunter 
of wild animals, gatherer of herbs, 
nuts, and fruits, inhabitant of trees 
or caves, fundamentally unchanged 
ané@ forced by the society in which he 
is living to modify his instincts—no 
wonder problems arise which affect the 
modern family! Many of our natural 
characteristics are either in a state 
of disuse or never are given a chance 
for expression, says Prof. Ogburn. 

Being biologically Cro-Magnon indi- 
viduals, the sedentary life of the of 
fice worker is a continual source of 
conflict. We suffer from indigestion 
because we do not eat the food the 
cave man ate. 
muscular exercise that went with the 
life of the primitive hunter. Wander- 
lust tendencies—may they not be 
traced to the fact that primitive men 
were wandering hunters? 

“These questions and the difficulties 
in adjusting ourselves to our jnstitu- 
tion of marriage and the rigid sex 
code, suggest the nature of the prob- 
lem of adjustment,” observes Prof. Og- 
burn. “They suggest the idea that 
modern. civilization 1s essentially arti- 
ficial; that it is not like the culture of 
hunting peoples. which is assumed to 
be more natural.” 

Along similar lines Prof. Ogburn ex- 
plains our unhappiness, nervousness 


and insanity. 


~~ 

“Certainly,” he says, “human nature 
is at the bottom of many of our social 
and individual ills in the sence that ‘f 
human nature were different, these 
problems would not exist. If we were 
less selfish, less pugnacious, less pas- 
sionate: more reasonable, more kindly, 
and more tolerant, our social problems 
would not be so numerous or difficult. 


It is quite possible that certain stand- | 


ards of civilization are set rather high 
for our primitive nature.” 

The frequency of mental disorder is 
offered as a telling argument by Prof. 
Ogburn. 
insane in hospitals increased 468 per- 
cent, with an increase of 111 percent 
in population during the same period. 
The chances of adult’s going insane 
is one in twenty-five, according ty the 
professor. Mental disorders are more 
frequent urban than in rural dis- 
tricts. ‘The rejections of drafted men 
with nervous diseases for military ecrv- 
ice were greater in urban districts. 
Prof. Ogburn discounts with statistical 
figures the popular yarn about farm- 
ers’ wives numbering more inscnity 
cases than city.
